“practice of Spiritualism is far more widespread than even 
its most staunch supporters might feel inclined to claim. 
Now, in the December ‘Realist’? comes evidence of the 
existence of Spiritualistic practices amongst the South Sea 
Islanders, who appear to possess some mediums of very 
remarkable power. “The distance between living men and 
ghosts, is not so great in Melanesia as that which over- 
a sdphisticated dogmatists and philosophers have put between 
‘us and OUR spirit world,” says Mr. B. Malinowski in the 
‘course of his striking contribution. “To the ‘robriand 
Islander the spirit world is quite near at hand.” ‘The 
native, it appears, seems to. have an idea that the spirit 
world is located somewhere underneath the island of Tuma, 
~ and calls it by that name. “After death everybody, that is 
the spiritual part, goes there to lead a bappy existence— 
‘not very edifying perhaps, but very much like life on earth,” 
“Mr, Malinowski says. “From there the spirits will easily 
and, ‘naturally return to earth on special occasions, , visit 
their villages, mix with their friends and kinsfolk, watch 
‘festivities, and bestow benefit, or else play pranks and mete 
out. punishment according to spiritual mood and earthly 
« desert. You can even see them, if you know how.” It is 
no unusual thing for the native mediums to indulge in psy- 
» chic projection, and we read of them travelling in their psy- 
f , chic bodies to the other world, sometimes in the sleep state, 
and “sometimes while entranced.
